It was reported that just before the Japanese surrender 
in 1945 when Portural was expected to declare war on the Japanese 
nese troops were stationed aboard the "Laurenco Liarques" and 
were to attack Portuguese Timor, which at that time was in the 
hands of the Japanese. ‘The battalion was not sent baek to Port- 
ugal but diverted to Iacao, apparently upon the request of the 
“ritish who were having difficulties in Hongkong with the Chinese. 


fhe troops sre quartered in the warracks Rua da San Francisco : 
and in houses near the barracks. Some of their equipment includes 
bren runs, some modern trucks, and sbout a dozen tanks. These 

tanks are of the oven type and unfit for any street fighting, since 
they could easily be knocked out by hand grenades and sharpshooters 
located on roof tops or in the upper stories of buildings. These 
tanks were primarily to be used in Timor where the open type would 
he most desirable. A lrrge amount of ammunition was lost during the 
voyere of the "Laurenco Marques" when as fire broke out aboard the 
ship and a part of the ammunition had to be thrown overboard. 

Gne source steted that these troops had an unusual amount of grenaiecs 
and explosives and that recently the utmost security has teen main- 
tained in the military establishments in Macao. No one except the 
soldiers themselves are being permitted entry into any of the 
military compounds.
